SAUDI FOREIGN MINISTER, PRINCE SAUD AL-FAISAL, WHO HAS BEEN 
ATTENDING THE TALKS BETWEEN KING KHALED AND PRESIDENT SADAT. 
THE PRINCE SAID THE LEADFRS ARE ALSO CONCENTRATING Ot ACHIEVING 
UNITY It ARAB RANKS, HE SAID UNITY IS A BASIC REQUIREMENT 

FOR PROGRESS TO'IARDS SETTLING THE ARAB-ISRAELI CONFLICT. 

THE EGYPTIAN PRESIDE\!T HAS CONTINUED TO STRESS HIS 
CONVICTION THAT IT IS ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL TO RECONVENE THE 
GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE. IN AN INTERVIEW WITH THE IRANIAN 
NEWS AGENCY, PRESIDENT SADAT IS QUOTED AS SAYING THE OILY 
ALTERNATIVE TO SUCCESS AT GENEVA \IOULD BE ANOTHER MIDDLE EAST 
WAR. IN THE SAME INTERVIEW, THE EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT RULED OUT
